This investigation is based on information which — -H* 
indicates that captioned organization is engaged in activities :ff| 
which could involve violations of Title 18, Uv S. Code 2383 # 

(Rebellion or Insurrection) , 2384 (Seditious Conspiracy) , 

2385 (Advocating Overthrow of the Government) , 2387 (Sedition) , 

793 (Espionage) , 844 (Explosives and Incendiary Devices) , 

2155-56 (Sabotage) and 2101 (Antiriot Laws) . 'j 

WAW/WSO was organized in New York City in 1967 
as an organization of Vietnam veterans to protest the American 
involvement in the war in Southeast Asia. WAW/WSO engaged in > 
various protect activities but during late 1971 demonstrated ,'A 
increasing militancy, culminating in December, 1971, with v 

WAW/WSO takeover of various American landmarks and public 
buildings. Information was also developed indicating that some 
WAW/WSO chapters were cooperating with or infiltrated by 
communist-dominated groups including the Communist Party, USA, 
and the Socialist Workers Party. Certain WAW/WSO leaders ^ 

were quoted as telling members WAW/WSO is a revolutionary 
organization and not "just another group of war veterans". s* 

WAW/WSO leaders have traveled to North Vietnam and have | 

reportedly established liaison with revolutionary or terrorist .if; 
groups internationally. During July, 1972, WAW/WSO leaders. 
and members were indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, Tallahassee V 
Florida, for violation of Federal statutes, including conspiracy# 
to riot during Republican National Convention, August, 1972. 

One of these individuals was also indicted for possession of an . 
unregistered explosive and incendiary device. In January, 1973, , 
at a National Steering Committee meeting, WAW/WSO leaders # 

discussed programs aimed at obtaining support from or influencing/ 
active duty military personnel. They also discussed obtaining 
access to classified Government information to be used against -Jj| 
U. S. interests and one leader subsequently actively engaged $>| 
in such activity. There were also indications at this meeting 'j# 
that WAW/WSO activists possessed the technical knowledge and 
training to carry out any revolutionary program proposed. In 
addition, information has been reported from a source, who has "flf 
furnished reliable information in the past, that a WAW/WSO 
member previously discussed engaging in sabotage and was possibly^ 
involved in the destruction of a munitions train in Arizona. 
WAW/WSO is currently headquartered in Chicago, Illinois. 
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The Alabama# Mississippi# Tennessee Region of 
the WAW/WSO is a recognized member and participant in the 
National Organization of the WAW/WSO and adheres to the 
stated principles of the National Organization.

"Crimson-White", a student newspaper of general circulation 
at the University of Alabama, and dated September 13, 1971# 
reflected that TOM ASHBY attended a meeting of the Student 
Mobilization Committee (SMC) and explained the objectives of 
the WAW. ASHBY made the statement that the WAW is a non- 
violent organization and would not participate in civil 
disobedience .

is also clear. The racism which pushes our minorities 
through inferior schools and into combat arms; the 
psychological conditioning which turns our young men 
into cold blooded efficient killers; the indoctrination 
which causes the soldiers to view the Vietnamese people 
as something less than human; the blatant disregard for 
the rights of the American serviceman, guaranteed to him 
by the U. S. Constitution and the Bill of Rights; the 
condemnation, scorn and reprisals heaped on those brave.#- 
individuals who refused to wage an unjust war; all these 
matters must be brought into full view of the American 
people. The WAW, through a continuing program of 
education, will attempt to do this."

This is partly because what we are doing in Vietnam isn’t like war as ire havo known 
it in the past. ;!or is fought against oh enemy, but who, is the U.S.'s enemy in 
Vietnam? Tho forth Vietnamese cannot harm us non and never will bo able to harm 
us. They can just barely harm the force wo aro using to destroy them. The enemy 
can hardly be the Chinese, who wo are told, will soon be flying about in /meric an 
70V r.. And surely it isn’t tho Russians, whose Rarty Chairman now drives a Cadillac 
given hin by President ilimi. !f«rs involve risks, but in what is happining in Viet- 
nam the risks to noiit Americans aro nil,, and .the. combat -casualtios-of those in-tho — 
tho«t«r of war are regularly lower than th« casualties resulting from accidents. 

For Americans, Vistnam is loss a battlefield than an open pen that we fire into at 
will as the people flee in masses from owe side to another. Vox- is a contest. The 
people we are killing aro unable to pit their arms against our arms. Instead, they 
have pitted their willingness to suffer and die against- our willingness to torment 
and kill. Our strategy is to punish them until they can no longer endure tho pun- 
ishment and must give up. This is tho logic of. tho torture chamber, not of tho 
battlefield. Ware call for sacrifices, but few people on ’tlio homo front are being' 5 
asked to make any.

All in all, the American endeavor in Vietnam is more like a fact our than like a war.

The logistics of the establishment of the clinic -i i 
are more difficult than was anticipated, but progress is being' {.7\J 
made. For example, blueprints are there and ready to go.* All 
we need is money and building materials. Communications have 
been poor so people should re-read the proposal on Operation 
County Fair which came out of the Chicago National Steering 
Committee Meeting and stay within the guidelines of that 
proposal. The Los Angeles Office is a clearing house for the 
clinic and it is imperative that they know what the regions are ^ 
doing with regard to what items have been collected. The . 

Los Angeles Office will then compile this information and get^ fc ,i^ 
it back out to the regions' so that everyone can ''know what we 
need for the clinic. Regions should consider the possibilities 
of putting together grant proposals for money and supplies,.,.. \ 
for the clinic. It is vital to build a financial base for'the" 
building and operation of the project and grants are a feasible 
means of getting the funds. The people in Los Angeles and Alabama 
are now considering putting together a brochure with information 
on the clinic which can be distributed to interested persons. 

The Martin Luther King, Jr. Memorial Clinic has already been 
incorporated and is tax exempt.

The growth of VVAW/WSO during the past four months ' varie^;_f r.6_ , m'''re‘gi'6^ 
to region. Those regions fairly well, established saw iTiora'^hK'Bfiing^ ’donfeil , ' 1! " 
chapters, whereas the regions that, are less established saw a further declin e 
in activity. For instance", in ‘Denver where an old established chapter/ re giorial|3 
office was in existence, the region grew by five chapters. In Connecticut -Rhode;; 
Island on the other hand, as there were no strong chapters, ' the ' region -has • b’£^ff§ 
come defunct.- This is also the case in Louisiana and Montana-Idaho. d Other 
regions such as New Mexico -Arizona, Oregon and North-South Carolina saw 
little', if any i sustained activity. Regions where weak regional offices have’be^ 
moved to more viable chapters such as in E; Pa -Delaware!.,- can rebuild due to 
the new consolidation of the regional office with an established chapter that 'caa^S 
provide leadership to create a viable region. 

In some cases, such as in New England, the lack of respbnsi frbm 
regional office to letters arid phone calls indicates that that regional office is ^ 
defunct despite the work being done by individual chapters. This attitude on 
part of the regional office shows an inexusable lack of concern for building 
unified, working regions. On the other hand many regions such as New York, ;;$p 
Ohio etc, and California have many active chapters and working regional officei$? 
resulting in an e vex -increasing level of activity. Generally, this growth of- : 
regions and the activity of individual chapters around the country continues the^s* 
trend of VVAW/WSO in growing into a strong anti-imperialist force, in spite 
of the fact that in some places VVAW/WSO is weaker than ever. • • 

During the past few months, international chapter^ have emerged or grown*! 
stronger. In November, the Union of American Exiles in Britain became the"' l$l| 
London Chapter. of VVAW/WSO and there is a possibility that several other 
chapters may form in England as a result of this. In Japan, chapters contin^ y 
to build and publish newspapers for distribution to GIs stationed there. The's^^B 
Japan chapters are organized and run by GIs. In addition to these V V A W / W SO|p 
chapters, we have established close ties with other international groups of. 
Americans, such as AMEX-Canada ar.d Vancouver American Exiles Association® 

VVAW/WSO has, now more than ever, the capacity and dedication to buUdfff 
into the unqe stionably largest, most active mass organization in the country 
order to achieve this goal, there are certain tendencies that have to be struggles 
with internally to avoid a setback in our growth. In some instances during thegj| 
past few months, certain regions have developed internal struggles that have.-. ; fji 
affected the unity of the organization. In some cases, individual members havg 
left the organization or have limited the amount of work for fear of confronting^-.- 
the problems and resolving them or by not understanding the inner workings of 
disputes.

four months of letter-writing, gathering information, and speaking with peoprep^lflf 
we can say that not only is there a "feasibility’ 1 of establishing a prison project,'”'!? 
but if VVAW/WSO fails to develop such a program we may be making a serious -S 
'political' and organizational error. For those of you interested in statistics, w'e'^f 
camsay that the list of prisoners that we have contact with has grown much more^ 
rapidly than we expected. ‘ Prior to the St. Louis meeting, we had approximately^ 
50-60 names on our ‘Winter Soldier subscription list and were mailing to approx- -Y 
-imateiy 30 prisons. As of this Yellow Springs meeting, the list of prisoners 
has grown to almost 300 prisoners that we have contact with in over 60 prisons/f||j| 
Considering that VVAW/WSO has grown among this many inmates in the short r " 
time of four months, we can say that the response our organization has received A 
within prisons has been something equal to overwhelming. ' 

We have contacted approximately 30 organizations in all parts of the coun--H, 
try who are doing prison support work., asking for ideas and feedback on the 
idea of a national prison project. The majority of these groups are local and do ■ 
support work with.one or two prisons in their area (this is because few national 
organizations are dealing with prisons on a broad level, though many organiza- 
tions do offer lip-service to prison struggles). The responses that we have re- Vi 
ceived from these organizations contacted has been extremely enthuiastic. The 'tr- 
over-riding tread in all of the letters has been that it is vitally important for -j£ 
the prison movement to have a national organization involved in prison struggles'^ 
on a wide,- national level for purposes of coordination and really understanding-'*'-? 
what is going on in this country's prisons. The organizations contacted have •>. 
been, very supportive of the project idea and were pleased that VVAW/WSO, in' ^ 
particular, might be the organization capable of a national prison project which is^ 
solely set in a political context. We are one of the few organizations with the 
human resources and organizing skills to plug into prison struggles in a.reaJ^|^^ 

Moving on to the response we have received from the prisoners themselveaijs 
the prison project takes on -a much more definitive form. The majority of in- 4 
mates who have directly contacted our office have joined VVAW/WSO after read— £ 
ing Winter Soldier. They realize that they are in no real position to do mass 'N-? 1 
educational and agitational work, yet they are interested in becoming a part of a ^ 
national organization in order to alleviate the isolation of being a siagle> 'p61i-‘ ; 4f 
tically aware, prisoner. Also, though their mass work is 'limited, they' see ! the : ^.

witk' inmates is not a light responsibility. After a few letters, the prisoners J|j|§ 
will begin to expect to hear from certain people: and they must hot be- let-dov?a:» 
in this respect. The people doing the writing should be responsible and' 'discipline 
ed enough to get the job done on a regular basis.

Also, people should be prepared to do "errands" or leg work for the inmates,

Since the majority of prisoners who receive Winter Soldier contact the National 
Office address for help and information, the. National Office is willing to take onJ| 
the responsibility of acting as the project office and coordinating prison activity^' 
that is going on around, the country. This will require some support' ; ahd coop- 
eration from the regions and chapters. For example, the National Office will 'U 
need; to know the names of prisoners in the various regions, and these names 
shquld.be sent by the region,.

As was pointed put in Newsletter #14, a number of- problems ware encounter?! 
ed in working with the U.S; Preparatory Committee(s) for the Moscow Worldg'^^ 
Peace Congress. Basically, it was felt that VVAW/WSO 1 s delegation to-Mosco^; 
was manipulated and dealt with in a less than principled manner by the organizing 
committee (s); this manifested itself in terms of the sizq.iof the delegation, .pro^lP 
blems around funding the VVAW/WSO delegates and a general lack'pf;'respect||^^ 
'for our organization. . . -r:v 

- As of the 3t. Louis NSCM we had been told by Jim Forrest, the U. S. Secre?-|ij 
tary to the World Peace Council stationed in Helsinki,' that VVAW/WSO would ^ 
have two free scholarships to the Congress. The NSC designated that Ann Bailey|| 
and Brian fill these positions. These scholarships were given to the brganiZa~'4||> 
tion on a national level and were to be paid by the International WPC's funding,-- 1 ^' 
not from the national or regional U. S. Preparatory Committee. Things turned •«* 
out quite differently than anticipated, however. Despite the fact that we were 
approached as a national organization for participation in the U. S. delegation to-$j|: 
Moscow, we found ourselves having to deal with separate, regional, World Peace';, 
Council organizing committees' from the East coast, Mid-West, and West Coast.,;;., 
While all of these organizing committees were affiliate organizations of the CPUSA 
they "seemingly" had little or no coordination with each other on a national level.% 

Over jind above the hassles presented in trying to organize a national VVAW/' : 
V/SO delegation from a regional basis, other problems also arose. The two free?£ 
scholarships VVAW/WSO was promised by Jim Forrest were cancelled. Then ; 
only one scholarship was available for Brian Adams and was being provided by"'|£ 
the Mid-West WPC organizing committee. It also was not for the entire Chicago^ 
Moscow trip, as promised, but only for the trip from NYC to Moscow., .•Not’onlyM 
was funding unavailable for Ann Bailey, but a clear at tempt 'was made to cut hex|p 
from the U.S. delegation altogether: with or without independent funding! A deci- 
sion was nearly made to actually pull out of the trip whin without the knowledge ef-_ 
the National Collective, Ann raised the necessary funding for her trip, and forced|| 
them to include her on the delegation as they were supposed to. (John Naveau 
was held up with being allowed to go on the Mid-West contingent of the U. S. dele-,; 
gation until literally a day or two before the plane left, with evasive, "maybe 
yes, maybe no" answers. He also had to pay for Ki's own trip)... ..This.all led 
the inescapable conclusion that the people organizing the delegation were juggling 
things around to suit their own purposes, and that VVAW/WSO was treated in a 
very dis respectful i manipulative manner,;. ‘ »- S

C RITICISM / SELF - CRITICISM 

As suggested by the NSCM workshop, a criticism/self-criticism session was 
held following completion of the meeting. Regions took turns offering their crit- 
icisms and self-criticisms and the following is a compilation of the major points 
which were raised. 


1. There were major criticisms of the whole Steering Committee for its 
failure to place practice ahead of paperwork. Proposals were placed in term's .. 
such as "should, - analyze,' research or write an article" but the NSC did not place 
any demands on itself. The purpose of a NSCM is to decide what the national or- 
ganization will be doing, but the majority of the "work" done was in terms of no " ~‘.i 
burdens on the membership. This was seen as detrimental as it leaves the or- 
ganization witlr’ho active projects for membership to work around. This can be ' 
seen by comparing what was done around two different issues. The NSC voted to 
have the National Collective write many things such as a paper on the possibility 

of a domestic coup, but it would not vote on positive action to be taken for brother 
Gary Lawton, This abdicating of work responsibility cannot help build VVAW/WSO-. 
People must be prepared at the next NSCM to vote on actual work proposals, not 
on creating new paperwork. t .‘i 

2. Some regions criticized themselves for being late to meetings or being 

lax in plenary or workshop participation. This was viewed as a lack of discipline ;v 
which is detrimental to the steering committee as a whole. 

3.. On the whole, there >,.as a lack of discipline shown by the body. There 
was talking while others were talking, and general disruptiveness. Also, people 
v/erc marring points which had already been made for the purpose of hearing one-, 
self talk, .his played out in terms of ego and needs to be combatted. More dis- ill 
cipi; no should be exercised to cut down on discussion time, disruption, etc. and 
so that we can get down to our real work. . • ( -V;*' 




' 4. Parliamenl^piamsrrv was used as a. tactic an^^ool of manipulating discus re- 
gion 5. This parlia r.tary wrangling and manipulating of procedure created a"gr#a 
deal of bureaucratic confusion and cumbersome legislative processes. - Again, dis- 
cipline and a better -understanding of parliamentary procedure could alleviate this. ; 
problem. • * 1 

5. People showed a lack of respect for other people and delegations by being 
intolerant of certain political positions. We should be more careful in recognizing 
where other delegations are coming from and show more respect for diverse posi- 
tions. 

6. The Friday night elections were severly criticized as being something of 

a horror. Some regions were very disruptive with their voting and this caused us 
to spend r f6ur hours electing four people for four positions.' At the time of the elec- 
tions, the meeting completely dagenerated due to a lack of discipline and getting 
hung up in procedural questions. " 

7. Logistically, the host region was commended for the excellent facilities 
provided. This was perhaps the most physically comfortable NSCM we have had. 

Sue Rovick and Bill 'Da vis, the people in charge of food preparation and overall log- 
istical coordination, were specifically thanked for the fine jobs they did. The host 
region did state that it was a mistake to hold a NSCM in a town where there is no 
chapter because the particulars of the town were not known. 

8. There was a good deal of. criticism about childcare and jobs such as food, 

clean-up and security. The childcare system (as well as volunteers for the other 
jobs) broke down during the meeting, but Ohio said that the "percentage" system 
of doing work which came out of the childcare workshop worked .admirably. Some 
regions stated that they were unclear at the. beginning of the meeting as. to how 
much responsibility they were supposed to take in logistical jobs. Other people 
said that people showed a lack of discipline in not showing up for the jobs they 
had signed up. for., . . 

9. Positive statements were, made to the affect that spirit at the meeting was 
high. Also, good political discussions wete held in the workshops and the level . 1 
of political education was high. Overall, a growth in the organization and forward 
progression was seen. 

10. Overall, the criticism./ self-criticism session was very good and quite , 
productive. People took the task of criticism with a great deal of seriousness 

and made the discussion very worthwhile. • *
